tion;  The  halls  are  to  be  fixed 
up  with  card  tables;  bowling 
alleys  and  comfortable  chairs.

..  “dorm”. .  ' 


On  Monday,  October  4,  about  one 
thousand  girls  were  collected  in  front 
of  Terrell  Hall.  It  happened,  that 
on  that  particular  day  the  “annual 
hike”  was  announced,  and  every  girl 
was  there  with  her  box.  The  line 
left  the  college  at  four-thirty  with 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Webber  at  its  head;  the 
other  faculty  members  went  in  cars 
to  the  scene  of  merrymaking.  Senior 
Degrees  and  several  members  of  the 
faculty  were  stationed  at  intervals 
•along  the -wayr  with"  food  for  each 
one.  Every  ^glrl  Received'  genera,! 
kinds  of  candies,  peanuts,  popcorn, 
pears,  cakes,  and  other  delicacies. 
It  was  observed,  and  said,  to  be 
true,  that  the  mile  bteween  the  river, 
and  the  college  was  filled  with  girls. 
Some  were  at  the  starting  point  after 
the  first  of  the  line  had  reached  the 
river. 

•  Everybody  finally  came  upon  the 
scene  of  action,  and,  after  having 
given  grapes  to  them,  Dr.  Parks  ask¬ 
ed  the  whole  body  to  accompany  him 
across  the  river.
